of the proceedings a quiet respect was 
shown the members as they left the 
building. There wTas not the slightest 
evidence of

seeming to realize the responsibility 
placed upon them. 
The storthing will if necessary de­ 
fend the step taken by force of arms.

K IN G OSCAR W IR E S A PR O TEST 


Sw ede* R ep ly to N orw ay b y a P a trio tic 
D em o n tra tio n at S tock h olm . 
Stockholm, June 8.—King Oscar has 
sent the following telegram to Premier 
Michelson, of Norway, in reply to the 
secession from the union of that coun­ 
try: 
“Have received the communica­ 
tion of the council of state, and record 
my most decided protest against the 
method and action of the government.” 
The Norwegian coup d’etat was an­ 
swered here by a great patriotic dem­ 
onstration of loyalty to and sympathy 
with King Oscar. A great procession, 
accompanied by bands, went to Rosen- 
dal castle, where the bauds played the 
national anthem. 
In a few minutes 
the king aud other members of the 
royal family appeared on a balcony of 
the castle and were 
enthusiastically 
cheered by the demonstrators, while 
a number of ladies advanced from the 
crowd and presented the king with a 
bouquet. Though greatly excited over 
the situation the populace evinces no 
hostility toward Norway. 
King Oscar 
held a council in the evening at which 
the situation was considered. 
Newspapers of Copenhagen, com­ 
menting on the action of the Norwe­ 
gian jstorthing. take an extremely seri­ 


ous view of the crisis. The Nya Dag- 
ligt Allehanda says: “The Norwegian 
government has exceeded all limits, but 
undoubtedly it acted according to its 
conviction that it was for the coun­ 
try's welfare, and no Swedish party 
or politician will attem pt to persuade 
or to compel Norway to maintain a 
union which had l>eeome a burden.’* 
The Dagblad, of Stockholm, says: 
“The 
revolutionists have 
now’ 
un­ 
masked themselves, and have trampled 
upon the union and upon their oath 
of allegiance to the king. 
As soon 
as possible all Norwegians employed 
in our diplomatic service must be re­ 
moved. Sweden cannot be represent­ 
ed by men belonging 
to a country 
which organizes a revolution, dethrones 
its king and breaks all ties of union.”
